lours of the big street car strike were 
marked by scenes of violence.

;ars, tracks were torn up by union 
sympathizers, and several car men; 
and passengers were stoned and beat- 
en. 
Every available policeman is on 


duty and cars that are running ara 
tinder police protection. 
Police Chief 


Kohler says he will protect the Munic- 
ipal Traction company to the full ex- 
tent of his force, while Sheriff McGor- 
ray has been requested to swear in 
deputies to protect the car barns, etc., 
beyond the city limits. 


The strike order, which followed 


the meetings of union men last night 
and early this morning, went into ef- 
fect at 5 o'clock, when the day cars 
were due to start.

Sec. 2. The' General Assembly shall have 


power to establish and maintain an equit-

revenue. It may classify the subjects of

All tn^«"s nncl other 


eharsfe^ shall be imposed lor public pur- 
poses only and shall be Just to each sub- 
ject. The power of taxation shall never 
be surrendered, suspended or contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county 
or 


township in thi= state and bonds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction in connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, 
public 


school houses, houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions of purely pub- 
lic charity, public property used exclus- 
ively for any public purpose, and person- 
al property to an amount not exceeding in 
value 
$200, for each individual, may, by 


genera] laws, be exempted from taxation;
